That no Women, Boyes,or Children following 
the Army, bee admitted from henceforth to have 
Houſe-roome, unlcſic it be by conſent, and by com. 
poſition with the owner ofthe Houſe for the ſame, 

That the ColleQors tor the ſeverall Hundreds, 
ſhall from time torime pay and deliver to the Trea- 
ſurer or Treaſurers , the weekly Collections to 
them aſſigned. And they the ſaid Treafurer or 
Treaſurers ſhall pay to the ſaid Captaines and Souk 
diers, ſuch mony weekly as is aſſigned unto them, 
If any Captaine or Souldier ſhall faile to. pay his 
Billet for the time paſt, then the ſaid. Treaſurers 
or one of them ſhall defaulke out of his pay ſo offen., 
ding, fomuch mony, as may ſatisfy his Quarter for 
thetime paſt.

It is likewiſe ordered, that no ſouldier ſhall be 
Quartered upon the Diviſion of - Berkley (. whoſe 
Contribution is allotted for the Garriſon of Bri- 
fol )but by order from the Governor of Brifpl,and 
thatall abuſes Committed by- the Souldiers inthat 
diviſion may be heard and determined by, the Go. 
vernor and the Councell of warreat 'Briftell, -

"That theſe agreements be ſetled by order of the 
Councell of warre,and entered with the Secretary 
of that Councell, totheend thatall Commanders, 
Officers and Souldicrs may take knowledge of and 
obſerve the ſame. 

Anditis farther defired by the County on their 
behalfe, that the Lords and others his Majeſties 
Commiſſioners would by their Order, as much as 
in them lieth confirme the ſame, and give life to the 
dueexecution theteof. And that His Majcſty would 
be plealed by Proclamation to Command the due 
execution and obſervation in all the parts thereof, 
And'His Majeſty having peruſed theſe Agreements, 
and Declared His gratious approbation thereof 
now according to the requeſt made on the behalte

may be warned and deterred from committing 
the like: His Majcſty being reſolved,as on the one 
fide, to puniſh thoſe, who will not be admoniſhed 
according to the due courſe of Tuſtice, ſo onthe 
other fide , to reward thoſe who have and ſhall de. 
ferve well by their good examples according to 
their ſeverall qualities and deſervings , as ſoon as it 
ſhall pleaſe God roenable him thereunto.
